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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The art rejections have been maintained for the 
following reasons. In the first place, the arguments are not commensurate in scope with the claims, i.e., the claims do not exclude an 
embodiment where there are some defects in a uniaxially oriented mesoporous silica film. Secondly, Applicants argue that there is no 
inherent formation of a uniaxially oriented structure of the mesoporous film without the structured substrate. Again, this is not found 
persuasive because nothing about the oriented structure of the substrate has been included in claim 23. Further, the arguments that 
there is nothing in Ozin to teach the rubbing of high density polyethylene to provide any specific orientation of its surface are not found 
persuasive. The limitations of the rubbing of the substrate surface have not been included in the claims. . 
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
